100  TEARS  OF 
WATERCOLOR 


The  premier  exhibition  of  the  New  England  Watercolor  Society  was 
held  in  December  1 885  under  its  original  name,  the  Boston  Watercolor 
Society.  The  show  featured  44  paintings  by  such  artists  as  Thomas 
Allen,  George  R.  Barse,  Jr.,  John  A.  Fraser,  Edmund  H.  Gerrett,  F. 
Childe  Hassam,  Philip  Little,  Charles  Henry  Sandham,  S.P.R.  Triscott 
and  Ross  Turner. 

Thereafter,  exhibitions  were  held  annually  until  1892,  whereupon  it 
was  voted  on  January  6th  that  the  Society  be  reorganized.  The 
recorganization  began  with  the  Society's  name  being  changed  to  the 
Boston  Society  of  Watercolor  Painters,  and  the  constitution  and 
bylaws  being  changed  by  Thomas  Allen,  Charles  Copeland  and 
Henricks  A.  Hallett.  Among  the  27  charter  members  were  Thomas 
Allen,  President  until  his  death  in  1924,  F.  Childe.  Hassam,  Joseph 
Lincoln  Smith  and  Honorary  Member,  John  Singer  Sargent. 

Throughout  the  first  40  years  of  the  Society  a roster  of  the  more  familiar 
members  included  Charles  Curtis  Allen  1923,  Frank  Benson  1922, 
George  Hallowell  1920,  Louis  Kronberg  1911,  Otis  Philbrick  1920, 
John  Whorf  1925,  Charles  Woodbury  1924,  and  Stanley  Woodward 
1921. 

A few  noteworthy  exhibitions  held  early  in  the  Society’s  history,  other 
than  the  Annual,  include  a 1 91 0 showing  at  Marshall  Field  & Company, 
an  exhibition  at  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  in  1920,  a group  of  35 
paintings  at  the  Wichita  Art  Association,  and  a show  that  travelled 
throughout  the  midwest  under  the  auspices  of  the  American 
Federation  of  Arts  in  1926. 

In  celebration  of  its  50th  Anniversary,  the  Society  held  the  Annual 
Exhibition  at  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  in  1 939.  Prior  to  that,  the  usual 
place  of  exhibition  was  the  Boston  Art  Club  at  the  corner  of  Dartmouth 
and  Newbury  Streets.  Subsequently,  the  Robert  C.  Vose  Galleries  at 
559  Boylston  Street  served  as  home  to  the  Annual  between  1 928  and 
1950. 


Exhibiting  at  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  in  Boston  became  an  annual 
occurrence  in  1 951 . The  Museum  was  to  be  the  Society’s  show  place 
until  1961,  when  lack  of  space  forced  us  to  cancel  the  Annual.  We 
continued  to  exhibit  at  the  Museum  from  1 967  to  1 969.  Subsequently, 
a change  in  Museum  policy  in  1971  no  longer  permitted  privately 
organized  groups  of  artists  to  exhibit. 

Since  that  time  we  have  held  exhibitions  in  the  New  City  Hall  Gallery 
in  1 970,  The  Guild  of  Boston  Artists  Gallery  1 972,  The  Boston  Center 
for  the  Arts  1 973, 1 974,  and  1 975,  and  from  1 976  to  1 982  at  both  the 
Guild  of  Boston  Artists  and  the  Rockport  Artists  Association.  In  1 983, 
the  Members’  Annual  Exhibition  was  held  at  the  Boston  Federal 
Reserve  Bank.  In  1984  and  1985  it  was  celebrated  at  The  Guild  of 
Boston  Artists  Gallery. 

Many  distinguished  members  of  the  Society  have  held  the  office  of 
President.  Among  them  are  Thomas  Allen,  who  so  ably  directed  the 
BSWP  for  its  first  30  years;  H.  Winthrop  Peirce,  1925-1935;  Charles 
Copeland,  1936-1944;  William  J.  Kaula,  1944-1952;  Carroll  Bill, 
1953-1962;  Charles  A.  Mahoney,  1963-1970;  Harold  F.  Lindergreen, 
1970-1974;  Larry  Webster,  1974-1976;  John  Terelak,  1976-1978; 
Joseph  Santoro,  1978-1982;  Carlton  Plummer,  1982-1984;  and 
Frederick  Kubitz,  1984-1986.  Two  members  who  deserve  special 
recognition  for  their  long  and  devoted  service  on  behalf  of  the  Society 
are  Charles  H.  Richert,  Secretary  from  1925-1944  and  Charles  A. 
Mahoney,  Secretary-Treasurer  from  1950-1962  as  well  as  President 
from  1963-1970.  Today,  our  President  is  William  Ternes. 

In  1966,  by  vote  of  the  membership,  the  name  of  the  Society  was 
changed  to  the  Boston  Watercolor  Society  which  was  the  name 
originally  used  in  1 885.  Then  in  1 980,  due  to  the  continued  expansion 
of  the  Society’s  membership  to  include  all  the  New  England  states, 
it  was  voted  that  the  name  be  changed  to  the  New  England  Watercolor 
Society.  And  it  remains  so  today.

The  New  England  Watercolor  Society  Is  celebrat- 
ing Its  centennial  with  a show  of  work  from  the 
1980s  that  is  often  more  conservative  than  the  work 

Its  members  made  many  decades 

ART  ago  Accompanying  the  contempo- 

RKVI1W  rary  show  Is  a retrospective  of 

paintings  by  such  distinguished 

early  members  of  the  society  as  John  Singer  Sargent. 
Frank  Benson  and  Charles  Woodbury.  Woodbury's 
"Dominica"  uses  broad,  choppy  strokes  of  tropical 
colors  to  suggest  hills  and  sea.  and  leaves  generous 
expanses  of  white  paper  to  give  a porous,  airy  feel 
"Dominica"  Is  fresher  and  freer  than  most  of  the 
contemporary  work  here,  which  tends  toward  senti- 
mental seascapes  and  tightly  defined  still  llfes. 

The  Society  currently  has  1 18  members:  a rotat- 
ing panel  of  Society  artists  chooses  new  members. 
For  this  exhibition,  three  distinguished  outside  Ju- 
rors - David  Aronson.  Kent  Day  Coes  and  David 
McCord  - awarded  prizes.  Although 'these  Jurors  are 
not  from  the  Society,  their  choices  confirm  the 
show's  tried-and-true  tone.  They  gave  the  gold  medal 
to  Elaine  Wentworth's  "Tide  Pool."  a virtuoso  depic- 
tion of  a craggy  rock  above  a shallow,  brown  body  of 
water. 


This  exhibition  raises  a big  question:  Can  artists 
Inherit  style,  subject  and  technique  from  an  earlier 
generation  and  still  manage  to  produce  work  that 
Isn't  watered  down?  The  answer..  In  most  Instances 
here.  Is  no.  There  Is  a lot  of  solid  technique,  but  It  Is 
often  wasted  on  hackneyed,  greeting-card  themes 
There  are  exceptions.  Including  Lucille  Davis 
Grimm's  "The  Leo  Collection."  with  Its  crisp,  stencil- 
like. overlapping  patterns  that  capitalize  on  the  me- 
dium's translucence,  and  Beverly  Hallam's  "Cas- 
cade." an  astonishingly  lifelike  portrait  of  a petunia, 
whose  hazy  surfaces  look  alrbrushed. 

Just  now  there  Is  an  enormous  resurgence  of  In- 
terest In  watercolor.  which  has  led  to  explorations 
and  Innovations  not  reflected  In  this  exhibition.  Ex- 
cellent artists  Including  Joel  Janowltz.  Susan  Helde- 
man.  Karen  Moss  and  Richard  Yarde  are  Investigat- 
ing watercolor's  possibilities  and  coming  up  with 
bold  results.  Only  one  work  In  this  show  could  keep 
company  with  their  paintings:  Marcl  Glntls'  power- 
ful "Eyewitness."  Through  a pair  of  pillarlike  legs 
clad  in  black  trousers.  Glntls  shows  us  a man  grasp- 
ing a gun.  lying  on  the  pavement,  presumably  dead 
A news  photographer  crouches  near  him.  recording 
the  event.  Far  from  being  morbid,  the  scene  feels 
rather  glamorous,  like  a murder  in  a 1940s  cops-and- 
robbers  movie  Glntls  uses  broad,  fluid,  bursting 
fetches  of  color;  the  back  of  the  victim,  though,  is 
white,  as  if  the  sun  were  hitting  If.  "Eyewitness" 
points  to  a new  and  exciting  direction  for  watercolor. 
leaving  most  of  the  other  works  In  this  show  far  be- 
hind

100  TEARS  OF 
WATERCOLOR 


The  premier  exhibition  of  the  New  England  Watercolor  Society  was 
held  in  December  1 885  under  its  original  name,  the  Boston  Watercolor 
Society.  The  show  featured  44  paintings  by  such  artists  as  Thomas 
Allen,  George  R.  Barse,  Jr.,  John  A.  Fraser,  Edmund  H.  Gerrett,  F. 
Childe  Hassam,  Philip  Little,  Charles  Henry  Sandham,  S.P.R.  Triscott 
and  Ross  Turner. 

Thereafter,  exhibitions  were  held  annually  until  1892,  whereupon  it 
was  voted  on  January  6th  that  the  Society  be  reorganized.  The 
recorganization  began  with  the  Society's  name  being  changed  to  the 
Boston  Society  of  Watercolor  Painters,  and  the  constitution  and 
bylaws  being  changed  by  Thomas  Allen,  Charles  Copeland  and 
Henricks  A.  Hallett.  Among  the  27  charter  members  were  Thomas 
Allen,  President  until  his  death  in  1924,  F.  Childe.  Hassam,  Joseph 
Lincoln  Smith  and  Honorary  Member,  John  Singer  Sargent. 

Throughout  the  first  40  years  of  the  Society  a roster  of  the  more  familiar 
members  included  Charles  Curtis  Allen  1923,  Frank  Benson  1922, 
George  Hallowell  1920,  Louis  Kronberg  1911,  Otis  Philbrick  1920, 
John  Whorf  1925,  Charles  Woodbury  1924,  and  Stanley  Woodward 
1921. 

A few  noteworthy  exhibitions  held  early  in  the  Society’s  history,  other 
than  the  Annual,  include  a 1 91 0 showing  at  Marshall  Field  & Company, 
an  exhibition  at  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  in  1920,  a group  of  35 
paintings  at  the  Wichita  Art  Association,  and  a show  that  travelled 
throughout  the  midwest  under  the  auspices  of  the  American 
Federation  of  Arts  in  1926. 

In  celebration  of  its  50th  Anniversary,  the  Society  held  the  Annual 
Exhibition  at  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  in  1 939.  Prior  to  that,  the  usual 
place  of  exhibition  was  the  Boston  Art  Club  at  the  corner  of  Dartmouth 
and  Newbury  Streets.  Subsequently,  the  Robert  C.  Vose  Galleries  at 
559  Boylston  Street  served  as  home  to  the  Annual  between  1 928  and 
1950.

Exhibiting  at  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  in  Boston  became  an  annual 
occurrence  in  1 951 . The  Museum  was  to  be  the  Society’s  show  place 
until  1961,  when  lack  of  space  forced  us  to  cancel  the  Annual.  We 
continued  to  exhibit  at  the  Museum  from  1 967  to  1 969.  Subsequently, 
a change  in  Museum  policy  in  1971  no  longer  permitted  privately 
organized  groups  of  artists  to  exhibit. 

Since  that  time  we  have  held  exhibitions  in  the  New  City  Hall  Gallery 
in  1 970,  The  Guild  of  Boston  Artists  Gallery  1 972,  The  Boston  Center 
for  the  Arts  1 973, 1 974,  and  1 975,  and  from  1 976  to  1 982  at  both  the 
Guild  of  Boston  Artists  and  the  Rockport  Artists  Association.  In  1 983, 
the  Members’  Annual  Exhibition  was  held  at  the  Boston  Federal 
Reserve  Bank. 

Many  distinguished  members  of  the  Society  have  held  the  office  of 
President.  Among  them  are  Thomas  Allen,  who  so  ably  directed  the 
BSWP  for  its  first  30  years;  H.  Winthrop  Peirce,  1925-1935;  Charles 
Copeland,  1936-1944;  William  J.  Kaula,  1944-1952;  Carroll  Bill, 
1953-1962;  CharlesA.  Mahoney,  1963-1970;  Harold  F.  Lindergreen, 
1970-1974;  Larry  Webster,  1974-1976;  John  Terelak,  1976-1978; 
Joseph  Santoro,  1978-1982;  Carelton  Plummer,  1982-1984;  and 
Frederick  Kubitz,  1984-1986.  Two  members  who  deserve  special 
recognition  for  their  long  and  devoted  service  on  behalf  of  the  Society 
are  Charles  H.  Richert,  Secretary  from  1925-1944  and  Charles  A. 
Mahoney,  Secretary-Treasurer  from  1950-1962  as  well  as  President 
from  1963-1970.  Today,  our  President  is  William  Ternes. 

In  1966,  by  vote  of  the  membership,  the  name  of  the  Society  was 
changed  to  the  Boston  Watercolor  Society  which  was  the  name 
originally  used  in  1 885.  Then  in  1 980,  due  to  the  continued  expansion 
of  the  Society’s  membership  to  include  all  the  New  England  states, 
it  was  voted  that  the  name  be  changed  to  the  New  England  Watercolor 
Society.  And  it  remains  so  today.

ONE  HUNDRED  YEARS  OF  WATERCOLOR  at  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  Gallery. 

The  New  England  Watercolor  Socity  is  celebrating  a milestone  and 
they  are  calling  it  ONE  HUNDRED  YEARS  OF  WATERCOLOR.  This  exhibit 
and  retrospective  is  being  shown  at  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  Gallery 
(opposite  South  Station).  It  continues  through  June  20th. 

The  easiest  thing  I can  do  is  to  encourage  you  to  see  it  for 
yourself.  It's  a beautiful  show  set  up  perfectly  in  natural  light 
which  highlights  all  the  various  visions  of  the  many  artists.  The 
exhibition  features  the  work  of  current  members  and  a sample 
retrospective  of  deceased  member  artists  - including  a John  Singer 
Sargent  and  several  other  very  prominent  painters  from  New  England. 
These  'old  masters'  are  as  modern  and  as  easy  to  recognize  as  any 
of  the  paintings  done  last  week. 

You'll  be  able  to  see  pastels  of  every  shade  - some  delicate,  some 
bold.  Some  paintings  are  in  great  detail;  others,  only  suggestive. 
Obviously,  with  watercolors  'Still  Lifes ' are  a great  favorite,  and 
'Nature'  in  all  her  glory  is  deposited  with  insightful  sensitivity. 
Flowers  and  rural  scenes  abound  and  the  sea  is  shown  as  a wrathful 
or  a romantic  part  of  life.  It  would  be  hard  to  say  that  any  aspect 
of  the  sea  has  been  left  untouched. 

A few  highlights  for  me  were:  Summer  Morning  // 7 5 - it  has  all  that 
luminous  quality  of  that  time  of  day;  // 7 0 called  Cascade  - a wonderful- - 
use  of  shadow  and  light,  and  #90  titled  Farm  Boy  is  a masterful 
example  of  rich  detail  and  Americana.  I don't  mean  to  slight  any  of 
the  other  artists  by  not  mentioning  their  work.  These  three  simply 
struck  me  forcefully. 

The  groupings  of  the  paintings  are  not  only  sensitive  but  intelligently 
done.  A section  given  over  to  young  women  in  various  poses  exudes  all 
the  feminity  that  makes  a woman  a woman.  A grouping  of  winter  scenes 
has  all  the  earmarks  of  the  cold.  This  is  a show  for  viewers  as  well 
as  collectors.
